Applicants' amendments will not be entered because they raise new issues requiring further consideration and/or search. As such, 
Applicants' previously submitted claims (dated August 2, 2007) are on record and are rejected for the reasons set forth in the final office 
action submitted on October 15, 2007. 

Applicants' maintain the argument that Foodman fails to teach the server analyzes attribute information comprised of inherent and status 
information, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Foodman system explicitly teaches the controller analyzes inherent and status 
information (see column 5 line 35-52 and column 6 lines 5-24; where once the system has been activated, the system continuously 
monitors the residence or commercial real estate.
